CHILE. 


The “ Journal of Commerce” of New York, of 15th December, 
1900, quotes a statement from the “ Diario 
New Railway. Official” of Santiago, the official organ of the 
Chilean Government, referring to an important 
- Decree, regarding the construction of a new railroad in Chile. 
According to the Chilean paper, authority is granted to Senor Don 
Ramon Rabal, or his representatives or assigns, to construct and 
work a railway commencing at a point called the “Rios de 
Curanilahue,” situated in the Department of Lebu, and terminating 
in the Bay of Yanez, inthe Department of Arauco. ‘The concession- 
aire shall have the right to use the Government lands that may be 
necessary for the railway stations, buildings and shops, in accord- 
ance with the plans approved by the President of the Republic. 
The importation, free from Customs duties for a period of five years 
of merchandise not in excess of 60,000/., as well as the machinery, 
rails and other materials for use in the construction and equipment 
of the line, is also granted. The plans of the railway must be 
approved by the President of the Republic, as must also the goods 
-and passenger tariffs, the latter being subject to revision every 
three years. ‘The approval of the plans must be requested within 
one year from the date of the promulgation of the Decree, and the 
construction must be commenced within the year following the 
approval of the said plans, and shall be concluded within two years 
from that date. 
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A.—TxHE Montn’s TRADE AND SHIPPING. 


I—General Statement. 

The trade returns for December, 1900, show an increase as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1899 in the value of the 
Imports from foreign countries and British possessions, and in the 
Exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures, but 
a decrease in the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The Imports for December, 1900, were valued at 46,446,662/., 
as compared with 40,738,896/. for December, 1899, an increase of 
5,707,766l., or 14°0 per cent., and the Exports amounted in value 
to 28,699, 1921, as against 27, 664,3801. in December, 1899—a net 
increase of 1 1034, 812/. The Exports of British and Irish produce 
and manufactures alone were valued at 23,611,972. in December, 
1900, and 22,038,4897. in December, 1899—an increase of 
1,573,4831., or 7-1 per cent. The value of foreign and Colonial 
merchandise exported in December, 1900, shows a decrease as 
compared with December, 1899, of 538,6711., or 9°5 per cent.

Articles of Food and Drink —The imports of wheat in December, 
1900, show an increase of 314,730 cwts. in quantity, and 167,8931. 
in value, as compared with December, 1899. Barley has increased 
333,570 cwts., and’ 87,829. All other kinds of corn (except 
peas and maize) show a decrease in both quantity and value, viz., 
oats, 135,900 ewts., and 24,3971. ; beans, 26,520 cwts., and 6,8261. ; 
oatmeal, 8,630 cwts., and 9,597. ; maize meal, or Indian corn 
meal, 73,249 cwts., and 15,585/.; and other kinds of corn and 
meal, 33,580 cwts., and 7,0581, Peas show a decrease of 
17,880 cwts. in quantity, and an increase of 5,172/. in value, and 
maize or Indian corn a decrease of 418,200 cwts., and an increase 
of 134,331.

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With regard to other articles of food, the imports of fresh pork 
show an increase in December, 1900, as compared with a corre- 
sponding period of 1899 of 19,079 cwts. in quantity, and 43,128/, 
in value. Bacon has increased 32,843 ewts., and 255,134l.; butter, 
34,844 ewts., and 187,1911.; eggs, 310,112 great hundreds and 
130,6391.; hops, 35,435 cwts,, and 155,3471.; refined sugar and 
sugar candy, 362,485 ewts., and 258,5921.; and cocoa, 3,215,276 
Ibs., and 106,471. Other articles showing an increase in both 
quantity and value are beef salted, and meat, (preserved), con- 
densed milk, fish, cured or salted, vegetables, coffee and wine. 
The articles of food, the imports of which have decreased in both 
quantity and value, are fresh beef and mutton, rabbits, salted pork, 
margarine, all kinds of spices, currants, raisins and brandy. 

Metals.—The imports of all kinds of iron and steel show an 
increase of 60,682 tons in quantity and 314,482/. in value, un- 
wrought steel alone showing an increase of 179,390/. Quicksilver 
has increased 1,558,950 lbs. in quantity and 189,634/. in value, 
and copper regulus and precipitate 612 tons and 117,6141. 

Raw Materials—The imports of raw cotton have increased 
923,131 cwts. in quantity and 3,466,783/. in value, and flax, hemp, 
jute, silk, thrown, and goats’ wool, other than mohair, also show 
increases in quantity and value. On the other hand, the imports 
of raw silk, goats’ wool (mohair), and sheep or lambs’ wool show 
decreases in both quantities and values—the latter article as much 

-as 9,438,775 lbs. and 644,147. Other raw materials in general 
show decreases in quantity and value, the chief exceptions being 
sheepskins and wood and timber (hewn). 

III.—Exports of Home Produce.

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Raw Materials—The exports of coal, coke, and fuel in December, 
1900, show an increase of 115,561 tons in quantity and 
799,5431. in value as compared with December, 1899. The 
exports of sheep and lambs’ wool show a decrease of 764,800 lbs. 
and 40,2691. 

Articles Manufactured and Partly Manufactured—The exports 
of cotton yarn have decreased 2,872,500 lbs. in quantity but 
increased 19,105/, in value, and the exports of cotton piece goods 
have decreased 18,829,400 yards in quantity but show an increase 
in value of 311,013/. Jute yarn has shown a decrease in quantit 
and value, but jute piece goods have decreased in quantity 705,100 
yards and increased in value 11,979/. Linen piece goods, silk 
thrown twist or yarn, worsted yarn, alpaca and mohair yarn and 
woollen carpets and blankets have all decreased in both quantity 
and value ; worsted tissues and wool flannel show slight: increases 
in quantity and value, and woollen tissues which have decreased 
166,100 yards in quantity show an increase of 14,884/. in value. 

Metals and Machinery.—The values of the exports of most metals 
and their manufactures show decreases, notably copper, unwrought 
and wrought (27,5091.); iron, unwrought and wrought (428,3651.) ; 

The exports of 
steam engines and other descriptions of machinery, on the other 
_ hand, show an increase of 8411, 


IV.—Shipping. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
December, 1900, amounted to 2,999,199 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 3,384,798 tons, as against 2,809,763 tons entered and 
3,286,120 tons cleared in December, 1899. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during December, 
1900, amounted to 2,326,588 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,289,375 tons, as against 2,443,062 tons entered, and 2,411,012 
tons cleared in December, 1899.

Taking the imports first, according to the various categories 
into which they are divided in the monthly accounts, it will be 
seen that the category showing the largest increase in 1900, as 
compared with 1899, was that of raw materials for textile manu- 
factures—cotton, flax, hemp, jute, silk, wool, &c.—the imports of 
which in the 12 months just concluded were valued at 77,495,0001., 
as compared with 65,971,000. in 1899—an increase of no less 
than 11,524,000/. This increase may be said to be almost entirely 
due to the larger imports of raw cotton, especially from Egypt 
and the United States of America. The following table gives 
the value of the imports of raw cotton into the United Kingdom.

The imports of other kinds of raw materials for textile manu- 
factures, except hemp, silk (thrown), and alpaca, vicuna, and llama 
wool, show decreases in 1900 as compared with 1899, especially 
the imports of sheep or lambs’ wool, the value of which has 
decreased from 23,715,000/. in 1899 to 21,386,0007. in 1900, due 
principally to smaller shipments from British South Africa. With 
regard to other raw materials imported, the principal increase is 
seen under wood and timber, hewn, sawn, or split, &c., the value 
_ of which was 21,529,0001. in 1899, and 25,151,000/. in 1900. 

The imports of articles of food and drink (including animals, 
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living, for food) into the United Kingdom in 1900 were valued 
at 215,371,000/., as against 204,646,000/. in 1899, the most 
important increase being under the heading of dead meat, which 
amounted in value to 36,153,000/. in 1900, as against 32,636,000I. 
in 1899. 

The increase in the imports of metals in 1900, as compared with 
1899, amounted to 4,882,000/., the principal articles showing 
increases being copper of all kinds, iron and steel, lead, pig and 
sheet, and tin, in blocks, ingots, bars, and slabs. 

Of all the categories of imported articles as distinguished in the 
trade accounts, the only ones showing a decrease in the year’s 
trade are, tobacco (694,161/.), chemicals, dye stuffs, and tanning 
substances (209,3371.), and parcel post (19,875/.). 


III.—Exports. 


The net increase in the value of the exports of British and Irish 

roduce and manufactures in 1900, as compared with 1899, is 
26,959,0001., of which 15,513,000/. represents the increase in the 
exports of coal, coke, cinders, and fuel. Metals and articles 
manufactured therefrom (except machinery and ships) show an 
increase in the year’s trade of 5,115,907/. Of this amount 3,916,000J. 
represents the value of the increase in the exports of iron and 
steel, and 1,447,000/. the value of the increase in the exports of 
telegraphic wires and apparatus. 

With regard to the exports of piece goods of all kinds the 
following table shows the value of cotton, linen, woollen and 
worsted piece goods exported from the United Kingdom in each 
of the years 1398, 1899 and 1900 :-—

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It may also be noted that, comparing the exports of the year 
1900 with those of 1899, articles of food and drink show an 
increase of 1,046,2241., apparel and articles of personal use 
840,5251., chemicals and chemical and medicinal preparations 
416,6971., and parcel post 484,457/. On the other hand the 
exports of animals (living), machinery and millwork, and new 
ships (not registered as British) show decreases. The exports of 


foreign and colonial merchandise have decreased 1,943,159/. 


IV.—The Year’s Shipping. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the year ended December, 1900, amounted to 36,195,510 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 43,742,219 tons, as against 36,225,876 
tons entered and 42,988,320 tons cleared in the year ended 
December, 1899. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage 
entered with cargoes during the year ended December, 1900, 
amounted to 30,758,156 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 30,315,585 
tons, as against 31,010,244 tons entered, and 30,598,719 tons 
cleared in the corresponding period of 1899.

REGULATIONS CONCERNING COMMERCIAL TRAVEL- 
LERS IN INDIA AND THE COLONIES. 


A return has recently been issued by the Board of Trade, giving 


particulars respecting the regulations concerning commercial 
travellers and their samples in India and the Colonies. These 
particulars have been obtained from the Indian and Colonial Govern- 
ments through the India Office and the Colonial Office, and in the 
following pages, a summary is given of the information thus 
received, but further details—too long to be quoted in extenso in 
the “ Journal” will be found in the return itself, as for example, 
the treatment of commercial travellers’ baggage and samples on the 


railways in Australia and New Zealand, &c. :— 


India.—There are no regulations in British India specially affect- 
ing commercial travellers and their calling, and they are not 
required to take out licenses. 

Travellers resident in Calcutta are not called upon to pay the 
regular municipal license-tax. 

n Native States also there are no special rules or regulations 
on the subject: but in Kashmir all Europeans, other than civil 
and military officers of the British Government, whether they 
are commercial travellers or not, are required to provide themselves 
with a pass from the Resident before entering the Maharaja’s 
territories; and in Nepal the general prohibition against Kuropeans 
visiting Nepal without the permission of the Darbar applies to 
representatives of European firms. 

With regard to the treatment of commercial travellers’ samples 
and patterns, no special regulations exist in British India; but it 
may be said generally that import duty is charged on import and 
refunded on re-export to the extent of seven-eighths, and that 
samples of no marketable value are exempted from all payment. 

Wherever octroi is levied, whether in British or Native India, on 
merchandise brought into towns, the duty applies to samples of 
merchandise as to goods generally, if the samples are of taxable 
value. 

As regards the treatment accorded to samples of merchandise in 
Native States, no duty is levied in Gwalior when samples are 
imported and exported again unsold; and it appears that, 
generally — the same rule prevails in all the States of 
Central India. In cases where the concession is not provided for 
by existing regulations, it could probably be secured without diffi- 
culty by application to the Political Officer concerned. There 
are apparently no rules for the treatment of commercial travellers’ 
samples in the other Native States of India. 

Bahamas.—There are no laws or regulations affecting commercial 
travellers in the Bahamas. No Customs regulations exist as to 
the introduction of travellers’ patterns or samples; it is customary 
to admit such articles free of duty, provided that they are of no 
great value. 


j 
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Barbados.—No license duty or other tax is imposed on com- 
mercial travellers carrying on their business in the Island. 

A bona fide commercial traveller receives drawback of the duty 
paid by him on any sample or specimen of goods imported into 
Barbados and subsequently taken away again, provided that it is 
shown to the satisfaction of the proper officer that such sample 
or specimen has been re-shipped, and is the same as that on which 
duty has been previously paid. 

Bermuda Islands.—No special regulations are in force in this 
Colony affecting British commercial travellers. Their patterns and 
samples, when of no intrinsic value, have hitherto been admitted 
without payment of Customs duty, although these articles are not 
expressly exempted by the tariff. 

It is to be noted that commercial travellers are specially 
exempted from the operation of the Bermudan “ Pedlars’ Act” of 
1894, which requires pedlars to take out licenses for the prosecu- 
tion of their business. 


British Guiana.—Commercial travellers bringing goods for sale in 
the Colony are required to take out a shop license, at a cost of 
48 dols. (10/.), unless, with the knowledge and consent of the 
Comptroller of Customs, they transfer such goods, by instrument 
in writing, for sale to some person holding a store or shop license. 

Samples and patterns may be landed free of duty, if at the 
ad valorem rate of import duty, the collective amount payable on 
the goods landed would not be more than 3 dols. (12s. 6d.). 
Larger importations of samples and patterns may be permitted on 
some local firm undertaking to satisfy the Customs department 
that the articles in question shall be re-exported and not be 
brought into consumption within the Colony. 


British Honduras.—Every commercial traveller is required to 
take out a license costing 5 dols. (1l. 0s. 10d.), and on his arrival 
in the Colony is notified of this regulation by a Customs officer. 
Patterns or samples brought by a commercial traveller are landed 
at the Custom House, where a note is taken of them, and they have 
again to be brought to the Custom House and examined previous 
to shipment from the Colony. 


British New Guinea.——No restrictions of any kind are imposed on 
British commercial travellers in British New Guinea. 


Canada. Section 83 of the Canadian Customs Acts, c. 32 
(Revised Statutes), provides that, during regular warehouse hours, 
and subject to such regulations as the collector or other proper 
officer of Customs at any warehousing port sees fit to adopt, the 
owner of any warehoused goods may take therefrom moderate 
samples, without present payment of duty on entry; but it 
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should be noted that under Section 84 of the said Act duties are 
payable in all cases on the quantity and value of the warehoused 
goods, as ascertained and stated on the first entry or as originally 
warehoused. 

With regard to the entry of dutiable commercial samples from 
the United Kingdom or other British country, accompanying a 
commercial traveller through an intermediate country into 
Canada, it has been provided (by a Government Notice, dated 
the 9th June, 1900) that the same may be entered at the Custom 
House under the British Preferential Tariff, upon proof by 
certificate or affidavit to the satisfaction of the collector at the 
port of entry that the samples are bona fide the produce of the 
manufacture of the United Kingdom or other British country 
admitted to the benefits of the British Preferential Tariff. 

As regards commercial travellers’ licenses in Canada, the follow- 
ing particulars have been received from -the several Provinces of 
the Dominion :— 

British Columbia.—No license taxes or other restrictions are 
imposed by the Provincial Government of British Columbia upon 
commercial travellers, whether British or foreign or from other 
Provinces of the Dominion. Municipalities, however, are 
empowered by the Legislature to levy upon commercial travellers 
of all nationalities a tax not exceeding 50 dols. for every six 
months. 

In the city of Victoria all persons are free to solicit orders for 
trade without being taxed in any way; but in certain other 
cities of the Province a license-fee is imposed. 

Manitoba.—Commercial travellers of any nationality selling 
goods in Manitoba are not required to pay any tax whatsoever, 
except in the case of a commercial traveller selling wines or 
liquors, who is subject to both provincial and municipal taxation. 

New Brunswick.—There are no regulations in force affecting 
commercial travellers in New Brunswick, nor are such travellers 
required to provide themselves with licenses. 

North-West Territories—Municipalities are empowered to 
impose a tax on commercial travellers doing business within their 
respective limits. Otherwise, there seems to be no legislation 
affecting commercial travellers in the North-West Territories ; 
and they appear to be exempted from the operation of the 
Ordinance imposing license-fees on hawkers or pedlars, by the 
definition of a hawker or pedlar as “any person . . 
“ selling or offering for sale any goods, wares or merchandise 
“,. . . toany person not being a wholesale or retail dealer in 
“ such goods, wares or merchandise.” 

Nova Scotia.—There are no regulations in force in the Province 
of Nova Scotia with reference to commercial travellers. 
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In some of the incorporated towns a license-fee is sometimes 
imposed ; but this fee is apparently not applicable to commercial 
travellers selling to merchants on behalf of wholesale establish- 
ments, but only to such travellers as make direct sales to their 
customers. No incorporated town has yet imposed license-fees 
upon commercial travellers who only do business as agents of 
wholesale establishments. 

Ontario.—In the Province of Ontario no licenses have to be 
obtained by commercial travellers before they can trade or solicit 
orders, nor is any tax imposed upon such persons. 

Prince Edward Island.—Commerciai travellers in any goods 
except spirits and intoxicating liquors are required to pay to the 
Provincial Treasurer of the Province an annual license-fee of 20 
dollars ; and travellers engaged in the liquor-trade are liable to 
a license-fee of 200 dollars. Licenses granted on payment of 
those fees remain in force for one year from the date of issue. 
For selling or taking orders for goods without a license, a 
traveller is liable to a fine of 200 dollars, and for refusing to 
show his license to a Justice of the Peace or other official, to a 
fine of 50 dollars. 

Quebec.—Commercial travellers in this Province are specially 
exempted from taxation by municipalities, but commercial 
corporations and their agents are liable to provincial taxation. 
The agent of a commercial corporation is obliged to file a 
declaration giving certain details; and dealers in intoxicants 
require provincial licenses to trade. 

Cape Colony.—The agent of a firm not belonging to Cape Colony 
(defined as “any person other than an importer, who sells or offers 
“ for sale by sample or otherwise goods of a firm whose place of 
“* business is not in this Colony ; but not including a person who 
“sells or offers for sale goods consigned to him by a foreign 
“ firm”), must provide himselt with a license at the cost of 25l., 
which license, irrespective of the period of the year at which it may 
be taken out, expires on the 3lst December then next. If, however, 
the license be issued on or after the Ist July, the charge therefor 
is reduced by one-half. 

Commercial travellers’ licenses are not transferable even from 
one agent of a foreign firm to his duly authorised successor; and 
no refund of duty is made in the case of an agent who does not 
make use of his license for the full period for which it is issued. 

Commercial travellers are allowed free conveyance by rail for 
200 Ibs. of samples (including personal luggage), provided that 
such samples are not for sale. 

With regard to the Customs treatment of commercial travellers’ 
samples in Cape Colony, Section 41 of the Customs Act, 10 of 1872, 
empowers the Collector or other principal officer of Customs, under 
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such regulations as he may deem fit, to permit moderate samples 
to be taken by the importer or his agent of any warehoused goods, 
without entry and without payment of duty, except.as the same 
shall eventually become payable as on a deficiency of the original 
quantity. 

Ceylon—No Customs regulations exist in this Colony with 
reference to the admission of commercial travellers’ samples and 
patterns. Samples of no commercial value are admitted without 
payment of duty, and those of value are allowed to pass free on 
condition that some approved firm guarantees their re-exportation. 


Cyprus.—No laws or regulations exist requiring commercia 
travellers to take out licenses, but the Municipal Councils of the 
principal towns have power to levy what are known as “ trade 
rates” on persons exercising any trade, profession or calling 
within the municipal limits. At present no rates have been 
specially fixed for commercial travellers, but they might be 
classified for purposes of taxation under the following heads, viz :— 

Merchants ” ... 9s, to per annum. 
“Travelling Merchants” ... 1s. 43d. per annum. 
“Commission Agents” __... 58. to 15s. per annum. 


The Customs Laws do not provide for the exemption from 
duty of commercial travellers’ samples; but the practice is to 
register on importation all samples of marketable value, and to 
assess the import duty thereon at the ordinary rates. The 
importer deposits at the Custom House of the port of entry 
the amount of the duty chargeable, and his deposit is subsequently 
returned to him, either in full or in part, according to whether 
the whole or only a portion of the samples be re-exported. In 
the case of patterns or samples having no commercial value, no 
import duty is charged and no deposit is necessary. 


Falkland Islands—No restrictions or conditions of any sort are 
imposed upon commercial travellers soliciting orders in the Colony, 
nor are there any Customs regulations in force respecting the 
introduction of patterns or samples. 


Fiji—No license or other document is required by commercial 
travellers in Fiji. ‘Customs duties have to be paid on all samples 
of commercial value, but they are refunded in respect of such 
samples as are subsequently re-exported. 

Gambia.—No licenses are required by commercial travellers doing 
business in Gambia, and no restrictions of any sort are imposed 
upon their soliciting orders or trading. Samples and patterns of 
no intrinsic value, brought by such travellers, are allowed to be 
imported free of duty, but they are inspected by the Customs 
on arrival and a list made of them, with a view to subsequent 
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inspection and check upon their being taken away from the 
Colony. 

Gibraltar—There are no regulations in force affecting British 
commercial travellers or the introduction of trade patterns and 
samples. 

Gold Coast—Commercial travellers are not required to take out 
licenses; nor, generally speaking, are any fees recoverable from 
them. If, however, they elect to land their goods after office hours 
or on holidays, they are charged the usual fees paid by all importers 
in like cases. 

There are no special Customs regulations affecting commercial 
travellers’ samples; but the practice is to allow such articles, if 
of no intrinsic value, to be passed without any entries being 
made ; or, if the samples appear to be saleable and of ascertainable 
value, to require a deposit on importation equal to the amount of 
the duty recoverable thereon. This deposit is refunded to the 
owner on certificate of the exportation of the same goods. 

Grenada.— No formal regulations exist affecting commercial tra- 
vellers doing business in the Colony. Samples of no intrinsic value 
are admitted free of duty; other samples brought by commercial 
travellers are inspected on entry into the Colony and a list of 
them is taken by the Customs authorities. The samples are again 
inspected and checked against this list prior to their being re- 
exported. 

_ Hong Kong.—There are no regulations in force in Hong Kong 
affecting British commercial travellers or agents of British firms.

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With reference to the article on Shipping Bounties on p. 490 of 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” for 1st March last, the following 
statement, based on information obtained from the Foreign Office, 
shows the principal modifications introduced by the Law of 16th 


November, 1900 :— 


I.—Bovunties ON CONSTRUCTION. 


Lau of 23rd July, 1896. 


Articles 1 & 2.—For a term of 10 
years a bounty shall be paid on con- 
struction of hulls of mercantile vessels, 
both national and foreign, built in Italy, 
and duly registered, bounty to be at 
the rate of 77 lire per ton of gross 
measurement for hulls made of iron or 
steel, and 17°50 lire per do. do. for hulls 
made of wood. 


Articles 5 & 6.—The following boun- 
ties are also granted on the construction 
in Italy of— 

— engines, 12°50 lire per unit of 


Boilers, 9°50 lire per quintal. 

Subsidiary apparatus, 11 lire per 

quintal, ‘ 

Article 9.—The duty paid on materials 
used for repairing hulls of iron, steel or 
wood, engines, boilers, and other subsi- 
diary machinery, is to be refunded. 


Law of 16th November, 1900. 


Article 5.—The foliowing bounties 
shall be payable on hulls of Italian 
construction :—45 lire per ton of gross 
measurement for steamers of a speed 
inferior to 12 miles, and for iron and 
steel sailing vessels, 50 lire per do. do. 
for steamers of a s from 12 to 15 
miles ; 56 lire per do. do. for steamers 
of a speed exceeding 15 miles; and 
13 lire per do. do. for hulls of wood. 

Article 6.—No allowance for building 
shall be granted for merchant vessels 
whose construction is entrusted to 
Italian shipbuilders by foreigners ; but 
materials of foreign origin for their 
construction shall enjoy temporary free 
importation. 


Article 5.—No alteration is effected 
in these bounties. 


Article 3.—The refund of Customs 
duties is to be abrogated from the 
lst January, 1901 ; and in place thereof 
a sum shall be paid in compensation 


amounting to 5 lire per quintal of metal 
employed in the repairs referred to, 
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II.—BovuntTiEs ON NAVIGATION. 


Law of 23rd July, 1896. 


Article 12.—The following bounties 
are to be given :— 

(a) 80 cents per ton of gross measure- 
ment for every 1,000 miles run on vessels 
not more than three years old, the 
amount being reduced by 10 cents for 
every subsequent period of three years if 
steamships and by 15 cents if sailing 
vessels, with a minimum of 20 cents to 
the latter. The above bounty is earned 
by vessels going beyond or coming to 
Mediterranean Ports through the Suez 
Canal or Straits of Gibraltar, or navi- 
gating between ports beyond those 
limits. 

(6) Two-thirds of above bounty for 
vessels navigating in the Mediterranean 
(except between Italian ports), and 
(c) the same amount in the case of 
steamships navigating betwecn Italian 
ports. 

The Government is further authorised 
to increase the bounty by 50 per cent. 
for steamers made in Italy which reach 
a speed of 16 miles per hour with full 
cargo in a journey of 12 hours. 


Article 13.—Provides that Italian 
owned vessels of foreign construction 
shall receive either the whole or part of 
the above bounties on navigation 
according to whether registered before 
or after 1st January, 1587, 


Law of 16th November, 1900. 


Article 4.—The following bounties on 
vessels of Italian construction already 
incommission, &c., are to be given per 
ton of gross measurement for every 
1,000 miles run :— 

(a) Steamers 40 cents up to the 15th 
year after their construction. 

(b) Sailing vessels, 20 cents up to the 
21st year after their construction. The 
yearly distances travelled on which 
bounties will be paid, may not exceed 


°32,000 miles for steamers with a less 


speed than 12 miles per hour, 40,000 
miles for vessels travelling between 12 
and 15 miles per hour, 50,000 miles for 
those with a speed greater than 15 miles

Article 4.—Ships of foreign construc- 
tion shall not be entitled to any Lounty 
on navigation. 


Article 11.—The grand total of the 
allowances in a given ‘year is not to 
exceed 10,000,000 lire.

BRITISH GUIANA. 


In the “Official Gazette” of British Guiana for 28th November 
last, is published a Customs Ordinance (No. 35 — 


of 1900), the third section of which reads as 
Petroleum used Sows 
as Fuel for 


“3. For the purpose of encouraging the 
« establishment of facilities for 
Machine “by steam and other methods of propulsion 
aa “ coastwise and by the inland waters of the 
“ Colony, and for encouraging the business of printers, persons using 
“ duty paid petroleum oil for fuel on board of vessels propelled by 
‘‘ steam, or such other methods, which are engaged in the coasting 
“trade of the Colony or in trade on the inland waters of the 
“ Colony, or for the purpose of driving the printing or other 
‘* machinery required in connection with the business of printers, 
“ shall be entitled to drawback of duties at the rate of 24 cents. 
“ per gallon, on all such oil which has been so consumed as fuel, 
“on any such vessel, or in connection with any such machinery, 
“ subject to such regulations as to security, and otherwise, in that 
“ behalf as may be from time to time made by the Comptroller of 
“ Customs, with the approval of the Governor-in-Council.” 


TASMANIA. 


A copy has been received at the Board of Trade, through the 
— Colonial Office, of an “ Act to Consolidate and 

_ ules rtati “ Amend the Law relating to the Importation, 
f po 1 na “ Carriage, and Storage of Explosives” in the 

of Explosives. Colony of Tasmania, dated the 18th October last. 


With regard to the importation of explosives, the Act provides 
that the goods in question shall be landed only at such places in 
the Colony as the Governor-in-Council shall prescribe. As soon as 
is practicable after the arrival of the importing vessel, the importer 
must enter the explosives at the Custom House and obtain from 
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the Collector of Customs a permit, in the prescriked form, for the 


‘same to be landed. The importer must then deliver the permit, or 


cause it to be delivered, to the magazine-keeper under whose 
supervision the landing of the explosives is to be effected. 

The Minister administering the Act may prohibit the landing, 
storage, conveyance, transhipment or sale of any explosives. He 
may also authorise the destruction of any explosive which may 
have been landed and which the Chief Inspector or Government 
Analyst reports to be dangerous to the public safety. 

No explosive, excepting gunpowder ordinarily so called, is to be 


permitted to be landed which has been manufactured for more than 


six months prior to the date of its arrival in the Colony, except 
with the consent of the Chief Inspector and after the Government 
Analyst has certified, in writing, that such explosive may be safely 
handled and stored. 

The Act further contains provisions affecting the hours and 
mode of landing explosives, storage in and removal from magazines, 
licenses for keeping magazines, &c., &c. 


UNITED STATES. 
The following is a list of some Decisions affecting the application 
of the United States Customs Tariff, which have 
Customs Decisions. recently been issued by the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington for the information of 
United States Customs officers and others :— 

- Anthrax Vaccine.—Anthrax vaccine, used for the prevention of 
disease in cattle, is to be free of duty as “ vaccine virus,” under the 
provisions of paragraph 692 of the Tariff. 

Re-importations.—The rule as to imported articles is that they 
are subject to duty, unless there is some provision of law exempting 
them. A re-importation of merchandise is, in general, to be 
treated for tariff purposes as an original importation. 

Mending or Darning Thread of Cotton (method of measurement).— 
Under paragraph 303 of the Tariff, which provides a specific duty 
on cotton thread, the duty is not to be levied on the basis of the 
combined length of the strands or plies composing the thread, but 
only on the length of the threads as appearing in the completed 


- article, in its condition as wound and as commonly used by 


consumers. 

Snowstorm” Paper Weights——So-called “snowstorm” paper 
weights, composed of blown glass, alabaster, and other materials, 
blown glass being the component material of chief value, and the 
other components being substantial essential elements of the com- 
pleted articles, are dutiable at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 112 of the Tariff, as manufactures of glass, and 


| 
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not as “blown glassware,” at 60 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 100. 


Imitation Pumice Stone.—A manufacture composed of ground or 
pulverised pumice stone and clay, in the form of brick or cakes of 
different uniform sizes, shapes, and grades or quality of texture or 
grain, known commercially as “composition pumice stone,” is 
dutiable at the rate of 6 dols. per ton under paragraph 92 and 
section 7 of the Tariff Act, as an article similar to pumice stone, 
and is not dutiable as “articles or wares composed wholly or in 
‘“ chief value of earthy or mineral substances, . . . . . not 
“ specially provided for.” 


“ Traldeine.”—* Iraldeine,” a chemical compound containing 
alcohol, is dutiable under paragraph 2 of the Tariff, as an alcoholic 
compound, at the rate of 60 cents per lb. and 45 per cent. ad 
valorem. It is immaterial that the alcohol contained in the com- 
pound is of small commercial value as compared with the value of 
the article as imported. 


Dyes or colours from coal tar.—So-called “alizarin black,” “alizarin 
black G A,” “alizarin black F,” and other dyes or colours, produced 
by various methods from coal-tar products and from substances 
other than alizarin or anthracin, are dutiable at the rate of 50 per 
cent. ad valorem. 


Phthalic and tetra-chlor-phthalic acid, and anhydride.—1. So- 
called phthalic acid or anhydride, a product of coal tar used in 
making the phthalein series of dyes, is exempt from duty under 
the provision for phthalic acid in paragraph 464 of the present 
Tariff Act. 

2. Tetra-chlor-phthalic acid or anhydride is dutiable at the rate 
of 25 per cent. ad valorem under the provision for “all other acids 
not specially provided for,” &c., in paragraph | of the Tariff, being 
a distinct and different article from phthalic acid. 

Consular Invoices for Goods purchased through Commission Agents. 
—Commission merchants abroad, purchasing goods for and shipping 
the same to importers in the United States, must sign the 


declaration endorsed on the Consular invoice as agents of the 
purchaser and not as sellers.

This new Tariff is based, not on 
the Tariff of 1899, which it supersedes, but on that which came 
into operation on the 3lst August, 1897. 
It is proposed to publish the translation of the new Tariff in full, 
partly in the current number of the “Journal,” and partly in 
uture issues.

Trotter, R.E., C.B., H.M. Consul-General at 
Dieten ond Rent Galatz, stating that the Polounochoyé (i.e., 
midnight or north) mouth of the Otchakoff arm 
of the Danube has been deepened to a minimum depth of nine feet. 
In prolongation of this opening a channel of the same depth 
(nine feet) has been excavated across the bar 3,500 ft. in length, 
and 154 ft. in width. 

The banks of the embouchure and of the channel are not revetted 
either with stones or fascines. 

Both works are provisional and have been constructed experi- 
mentally in view of the changes that may be produced in the 
state of the embouchure and of the channel by the breaking up of 
the ice next spring and by the summer floods. 

This new means of communication was opened in October for 
navigation between Odessa and Vilkov.

Ind P anew industry, viz., that of fruit pulp evaporated 
to a,semi-solid condition. 

The Journal says—‘‘It may not be generally known that 
there is already a large sale in some parts of the United States 
for these firm jams, which require no glass or metal package. In 
New Orleans there is a large consumption of pineapple and other 
evaporated fruit pulps produced in the West Indies, and there is 
imported into San Francisco from Mexico a large quantity of 
guava and quince and other pulps in bricks. The industry is one 
of the primitive domestic arts of the United States. Old folks 
have not forgotten the delights of ‘apple butter, made on the

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farm and boiled down until it concentrated all the delicious flavours 
of the fruit. Evaporate it more, so that it requires no vessel to 
hold it, but may be wrapped in oiled tissue and packed and shipped 
in a box, and you have the fruit pulp, which is stated to be in 
demand all over Europe. 

“Tt may be that this pulp can be made to take the place of most 
dried fruits except prunes and raisins 

“* Commercially it will remove some of the risks that attend the 
dried fruit industry. Unless dried fruits are protected by sulphur- 
ing or other expensive processes they are destroyed by parasites. 
In some markets there is objection to these processes. But the 
semi-solid pulp is not attacked by any insect and keeps in perfect 
condition in any climate. Its production is simple, and it can be 
carried on by the fruit grower independent of any combination.”

“The Executive is authorised, from the date of the present 
Decree, until the next Congressional period, to modify, should it 
consider it convenient to do so, the imports and duties on silver, 
gold, minerals in their natural state, and all substances comprised 
in Article 4 of the Law of 27th March, 1897.” 

Senor Limantour, the Mexican Minister of Finance, has also 
issued two important circulars bearing on the subject. 

The first one deals with the question of the reduction of the 
standard of fineness of bar silver, required fcr its acceptance 
by the Mexican Mints, from 900-thousandths to 850-thousandths, 
which measure is expected to have the effect of causing a lar 
amount of bar silver of a lower standard than that ec eee 
admissible to be coined into dollars in Mexico instead of being 
sent abroad. 

The second circular relates to the reduction of the separation 
dues hitherto charged on mixed bars (i.e., those containing an 
admixture of gold), which charges are at present heavier than 
those levied abroad for the same work, ana have consequently 
led ‘to a further considerable exportation of bar silver for coinage

A translation of the Law itself may be consulted by those 
interested at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade, 50, Parliament Street, S.W., any day between 10 a.m.

An important section of the Law is Article 68, which reads as 
follows :— 

Article 68.—The grant of marks in this Republic within four 
- months of the sanctioning of this Law can remain without effect if 
an application is made in due form, before the expiration of that 
period, for the registration of a foreign mark identical or liable to 
cause confusion, and which has been granted with priority to the 
possessor thereof by a competent authority, or which has been in 
use in the country before the sanctioning of this Law. 


JAPAN. 


The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office, 
Secteentien tox copies of a Convention concluded at Tokio on 
the Protection of 26th April last, for the reciprocal protection of 
the Estates of the estates of deceased persons. The ratifica- 
b iP tions of this instrument were exchanged at 
Tokio on the 25th October last, from which 
date its provisions came into force. Article 1 of the Convention 
reads as follows :— 

Article 1.--Whenever a subject of one of the High Contracting 
Parties shall die within the dominions of the other, and there shall 
be no person present at the time of such death who shall be 
rightly entitled to administer the estate of such deceased person, 
the following rules shall be observed :-— 

1. When the deceased leaves, in the above-named circumstances, 
heirs of his or her own nationality only, or who may be qualified 
to enjoy the civil status of their father or mother, as the case may 
be, the Consul-General, Consul, Vice-Consul, or Consular Agent of 
the country to which the deceased belonged, on giving notice, to 
the proper authorities, shall take possession and have custody of 
the property of the said deceased, shall pay the expenses of the 
funeral, and retain the surplus for the payment of his or her debts, 
and for the benefit of the heirs to whom it may rightly belong. 

But the said Consul-General, Consul, Vice-Consul or Consular 
Agent shall be bound immediately to apply to the proper Court 
for letters of administration to the effects left by the deceased, and 


these letters shall be delivered to him with such limitations and for 
such’time as to such Court may seem right, 
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2. If, however, the deceased leaves in the country of his or her 
decease and in the above-named circumstances, any heir or universal 
legatee of other nationality than his or her own, or to whom the 
civil status of his or her father or his or her mother, as the case 
may be, cannot be granted, then each of the two Governments may 
determine whether the proper Court shall proceed according to 
law, or shall confide the collection and administration to the 
respective Consular officers under the proper limitations. When 
there is no Consul-General, Consul, Vice-Consul, or Consular-Agent, 
in the locality where the decease has occurred in the case contem- 
plated by the first rule of this article) upon whom devolves the 
custody and administration of the estate, the proper authority shall 
proceed in these acts until the arrival of the respective Consular 
officer. 


The stipulations of the Convention are applicable to all British 
Colonies and foreign possessions except India, Canada, Newfound- 
land, British South Africa, Australia and New Zealand. 

The Convention will remain in force until 17th July, 1911,

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with Briitsh productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
mone the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 

partments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Excise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists 
of Firms engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., ke. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
